Aside from economic con- 
sideration, the limited ownership of means of 
production, distribution, and advertising is a 
real bottleneck to freedoms essential to 
American democracy—freedom of speech and 
thought. As a remedy the writer calls for a 
Senate-House inquiry, public debate, and leg- 
islation.

This he hopes would scale down wages and 
prices. Though they probably will not agree, 
the one tenth of the population who grow our 
food should be especially interested in this 
book. It will also disturb a great many of the 
other nine tenths who eat the food.

In the collegiate education controversy be- 
tween those who advocate classical or intel- 
lectual training and those who feel that col- 
leges should prepare students for the practical 
details of living and earning a livelihood, the 
author sides with the second group. He 
criticizes the much discussed great books 
course of study and, with the objective of 
making colleges as universal as elementary 
and secondary schools, suggests changes in 
entrance requirements and courses of study 
that will open them to all applicants. Argu- 
ments are not conclusive, but the survey of 
the aims and methods of various institutions 
over the country—University of Chicago, 
University of Minnesota, Bennington college, 
Black Mountain, and many others—may 
prove to be a helpful explanation for many 
readers.

In 
addition to Justice Jackson’s statement are in- 
cluded the agreement of the four powers for 
the prosecution, with the annexed charter of 
the International military tribunal, and the 
complete Tribunal indictment. These docu- 
ments are also available in various U.S. gov- 
ernment publications.

From peasant boy in Luzon to recognized 
writer in the United States, a modest young 
Filipino tells of life in Binalonan until his 
dream of coming to America was realized. 
There were tragic years as a shanghaied hand 
in Alaskan canneries and as migratory worker 
along our west coast or in odd jobs in cities.
